Contract negotiations between 
the Associated General Contrac- 
tors, Local Unions No. 250, Los 
Angeles, No. 460, Bakersfield, No. 
246, Fresno, and our local union, 
parties to the California Short- 
line Agreement, which provides 
for jurisdiction up to 30 miles in 
respect to transportation and 
transmission lines, transporting 
water, oil, gas and other petro- 
leum products, have been con- 
cluded. This jurisdiction for Lo- 
cal 342 covers the northern part 
of California, as far north as 
the Oregon border. 


In respect to the agreement as 
modified, there were some minor 
language changes, providing for 
pinpoint language as to where 
the work involved is being per- 
formed. This applies to subsis- 
tence of $8 per day paid where 


| the job is over 40 miles from the 


dispatching office, as the open- 
ing date notice of the agreement 
was modified, and now a 90 day 


| Opening notice is required. 


One of the big changes in 
these negotiations was the 
change in fringe benefits being 
paid, as well as the disposition of 
same. The old contract provides 
the following fringe benefits: 19 
cents per hour health and wel- 
fare; 12 cents per hour pension 
and 2% cents per hour appren- 
ticeship and journeyman train- 
ing. Effective June 23, 1964, the

contractor will pay into the lo-| 
cal union’s trust fund where the 
workman is a member of his lo- 
cal union, existing health and 
welfare, pension plan and in all 
cases the 214 cents apprentice- 
ship and training monies, As an 
example, our members will re- 
ceive 25 cents pension, 15 cents 
health and welfare and the 214 
cents training contribution. 


The old wage rate was $5.13 
per hour, An increase of 35 cents 
per hour was negotiated; so af- 
ter making an adjustment for | 
our fringe benefits, the new 
journeyman hourly wage rate for 
our members will be $5.39 per 
hour. This type of adjustment 
is also applicable to the other 
three local unions, making it 
possible to have the California 
Shortline Agreement coincide 
with our uptown agreements in 
fringe benefits. 


Helpers also will receive a 20) 
cents per hour increase as well | 
as fringe benefit coverage. 

These new changes are effec- 
tive June 23, 1964, and the agree- 
ment was extended until 1969, 
with an opening clause each 
year for negotiations covering 
wages, fringe benefits, subsis- 
tence and working conditions. 


The agreement is in the process 
of being arranged and will be 
signed by all parties at another 
meeting to be held in the near 
future. Your union’s Negotiating 
Committee consisted of Business 
Representatives Bill Weber, Lou 
Kovacovich and this writer.

LBJ battling poverty; 
the Navy doesn’t care 


President Johnson has declared war on poverty, and we 
heartily concur. 

But another branch of the federal government, the ULS. 
Navy, is doing its best to enlarge the pocket of poverty in 
Alameda County. 

Oakland Naval Supply Center has given notice to 40 
janitors that it intends to lay them off. The Navy plans to 
submit its janitorial work to bids by private contractors. 

The military has already done this at Oakland Army Base 
and the San Francisco Presidio. 

Judging from this and other prior experience, the job will 
go to a non-union contractor who pays the legal minimum, 
$1.25 an hour. 

Congressman George P. Miller (D.-Alameda), who has 
gone to bat for the present employees, has been told, in effect, 
by the admiral in charge that this will happen here, too. 

On the basis of a 40 hour week, $1.25 an hour equals 
$2,600 a year. The Oakland Mayor’s Advisory Committee says 
any family trying to live in Alameda County on less than 
$4,000 is living in poverty. 

So both those laid off and those hired will be victims 
of poverty. 

The Navy refuses to budge. The only apparent way out 
of the dilemma is for Congress to pass H.R. 6088 by Con- 
gressman James G. O'Hara (D.-Mich.), which would apply 
the Davis-Bacon prevailing wage principle to service contrac- 
tors doing business with the federal government. 

The O'Hara bill won't budge, either, though, unless mem- 
bers of unions write their congressmen showing demand for 
its passage. 


A fair break for alcoholics 


Alcoholism is the Bay Area’s major public health program, 
affecting 65,000 persons in Alameda County alone, according 
to Dr. Joel Fort, director of the county’s Center for Treatment 
and Education on Alcoholism. 

Yet county officials have exhibited their usual pinch-penny 
attitude toward the center, Dr. Fort, a member of East Bay 
Municipal Employees 390, said as he resigned last week. 

Dr. Fort cited as efforts to cripple the program: 

e A “‘secret’”’ decision to consolidate alcoholic treatment 
under mental health facilities. 

e Refusal to allow use of full state appropriations ~ which 
the doctor calls a violation of the contract with the state. 

e Denial of the right to use patient fees to enlarge services. 

In addition, Dr. Fort said, the staff is overworked, and 
four key members have already resigned. 

He is resigning, he said, in the hope that the matter will 
be brought to public attention, resulting in a new deal for 
victims of alcoholism and their families in Alameda County. 

Dr. Fort feels the budgetary cutbacks may have been in 
retaliation against his successful fight to restore full political 
rights to county employees. 

Whatever the case, Dr. Fort has produced ample evidence 
to call for a full probe by the Grand Jury and the State Legis- 
lature. 

Let’s not sweep this serious problem under the rug. 


What're they afraid of? 


The attempt to recall four directors of the Washington 
Township Hospital in Southern Alameda County has bogged 
down in a quicksand of legal skirmishes.

What was President Kennedy’s 
medicare proposal, as included 
in the Anderson-King Bill now 
before Congress? 

The Administration plan would 
cover: hospital care, nursing fa- 
cility care, hospital outpatient 
diagnostic services, and home 
health services. 


It would provide payment in 
the case of each illness of an 
aged person for: 

e Hospital services, for which 
the beneficiary may select one 
of three options: 

Hospital services for 90 days 
in each illness, subject to a de- 
ductible paid by the patient of 
$10 a day for up to nine days 
(minimum deductible $20, max- 
imum $90); or 

Hospital services for 45 days 
in each illness, at no cost to the 
patient; or 

Hospital services for 180 days 
in each illness at a maximum 
cost to the patient of 2144 times 
the average cost of one day of 
hospital care. (This would be 
$92.50 during 1965-66.) 

e Skilled nursing home serv- 
ices in facilities affiliated with 
hospital, after transfer from a 
hospital, up to 180 days. 

e Outpatient hospital diagnos- 
tic services, as required, subject 


to $20 deductible amount for) 


each diagnostic study. 

e Home health services, up to 
240 visits during a calendar year; 
includes nursing care and ther- 
apy. 

If the present bill is passed by 
Congress without change, in- 
patient hospital services would 
begin Jan. 1, 1965. At the same 
time, outpatient hospital diag- 
nostic and home health services 
would go into effect. 

Skilled nursing facility serv- 
ices would not start until July 1, 
1965. 

FINANCING, ADMINISTRATION 

Following are financing pro- 
visions under the Anderson-King 
Bill:. 

e Increase taxable earnings 
base to $5,200. 

e Increase contribution rates 
by one-fourth of one per cent on

The proposed increase in week- 
ly contributions of wage earners

Of the $201.50 in the highest! 
bracket, $183.82 would be for Old 
| Age, Survivors and Disability In- 
surance benefits and $17.68 for 
the new hospital benefits. 

Workers with yearly earnings 
over $4,800 would receive higher 
OASDI benefits in addition to 
|the new hospital insurance pro- 
| tection. 
| With an increase in the earn- 
| ings base to $5,200, the maximum 
| worker’s benefit would ultimate- 
| ly rise to $134 and the maximum 
|family benefits to $268 (as com- 
pared to $127 and $254, respec- 
| tively, under present law). 

Increasing the earnings base 
from the present $4.800 to the 
| proposed $5,200 would result in 
|an increase in the amount of 
|monthly cash benefits payable 
|to workers who earn more than 
| $4,800 a year and to the eligible 
| dependents and survivors of such

LABOR & PLANNING 
FOR DEFENSE CUTS 


Editor, Labor Journal: 


Recent decreases in military 
spending and readjustment of 
the patterns of military expene- 
ditures have made it clear that 
insufficient thought has been 
given to the terrific hardship 
this imposes on workers in dee 
fense establishments. 

It is becoming increasingly 
clear that a major effort has to 
be made to find ways of easing 
this burden on the individual 
worker. I suggest that the orig- 
inal spark for a really effective 
effort in this direction has to 
come from organized labor. Cere 
tainly the large defense contrac= 
tors have done nothing so far to 
indicate that they are ready to 
seriously study this proylem. 

There are many iadications 
that we are in store for many 
cutbacks in defense spending, To 
some extent this reflects the 
easing of international tensions. 
It also is a result of changes in 
th pattern of military expendi- 
tures because of technological 
changes. 

The time to start planning for 
such changés is now. If we had 
given sufficient thought to this 
problem years ago, we wouldn't 
be faced with all the hardships 
that are associated with phasing 
out some of the Bay Area de- 
fense installations. 

A bill has been introduced in 
the state of Massachusetts for 
the creation of a “blue ribbon” 
committee “to study the eco- 
nomic effects of future changes 
in the level and composition of 
military spending.” California 
should do the same — but the 
committee should be staffed 
with personnel and representa- 
tives that really understand the 
implications of the problem in 
terms of the hardship for the 
displaced worker. This can only 
come from arganized labor. 

This should be a major part 
of labor’s program in the next 
Legislature.
